DEFINITE TREND. AGAINST 

the Libera] Party in Maritime 
politics, both provincial and federal, 
emerges from yesterday’s upset 
election in Nova Scotia. Mr. Hicks, 
the Liberal leader, ascribes his de- 
feat to local factors, such as the 
degjine in the coal industry, and says 
it is “temporary”; but it would be 
extremely unwise for Liberals gen- 
erally to dismiss this set-back in a 
casual manner. They are,in trouble. 


In recent provincial elections the 
Liberals have held Newfoundland 
and Prince Edward Island, but their 
losses in the ether Maritimes prov- 
inces seem certain to be reflected in 


the next federal poll. It will be 
surprising indeed if the St. Laurent 
Government does not suffer sub- 
stantial losses in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. The Conservative 
Party at Ottawa has every right to 
be encouraged. 


It is too early to say, however, 
that a national trend against the 
federal government has been .re- 
vealed by the Conservative successes 
in the three provincial elections of 
Ontario, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia. The Ontario voters have long 
supported their able provincial gov- 
ernment under Premier Frost while 
voting Liberal in national affairs. 
The Conservative Government . of 
New Brunswick deserved re-election 
on its own merits. Only in Nova 
Scotia has any sitting provincial 
government been defeated during the 
last two years. There alone have

next budget will be the largest 
in British Columbia’s history. This is 
no surprise. Our provincial budgets 
have been increasing every year as 
they must in a growing province. 
They have been increasing faster 
than the province’s growth, as they 
can when the Government maintains 
the highest taxes in Ganada. 


Quite properly, Mr.. Bennett de- 
clines to forecast the figures of the 
next budget. The public has no right 
to expect this information, or the 
Government’s taxation policies, until 
the annual budget speech is delivered. 

There is another matter on which 
the public deserves but is not get- 
ting information. Mr. Bennett will 
not tell it how much money he is 
currently collecting and spending. 
No one but the Government itself 
knows where our provincial affairs 
stand today. 

The Federal Government issues, 
every month, a statement showing 
exactly how much money it has col- 
lected in that month and how much 
it has spent. Every citizen knows 
where our national affairs stand 
from month to month. 

Why is the British Columbia Gov- 
ernment so much less candid than 
the national Government? Mr. Ben- 
nett is always asserting that Social 
Credit, unlike ‘other parties, confides 
in the people and hides nothing from 
them. Yet it stubbornly hides its 
current financial position. It refuses 
to let the public know about its own 
business and its own money between 
budget speeches. 

In national politics the public, 
given the facts at frequent intervals, 
can debate budget policies intelligent- 
ly in advance and public opinion is 
thus brought to bear upon those poli- 
cies. In British Columbia there is no 
such opportunity. Mr. Bennett keeps 
the public's most important business 
to himself until he is ready to reveal 
it once a year. Then he introduces 
a budget which the Legislature 
obediently approves and that’s that. 

All the public knows at the mo- 
ment is that Mr. Bennett’s Govern- 
ment is enjoying unprecedented op- 
ulence. Its revenues are gigantic, as 
they ought to be at the present tax 
level. Recently, in a moment of can-

The only practical | 
question here is how the government | 
handles its surplus. | 


The present federal surplus is | 
being used deliberately to reduce the 
national debt and to hold down the 
total money supply when it tends | 
to exceed the supply of goods and | 
foment inflation. 


Mr. Bennett’s surplus, it is to be 
supposed (though we shall not know 
for sure until the next budget 
speech) is being spent as fast as 
it is collected. Unlike the federal | 
surplus it thus represents nothing 
but a demand for goods and to that 
extent is inflationary. 


However, if we are to have pro- 
vincial spending at its present rate 
it is far better to spend current rev- 
enue for capital works like roads 
than to raise this money by borrow- 
ing—especially at the present high 
cost of money. 


Since Mr. Bennett has not been 
borrowing in the money markets of | 
late, we assume that he is able to fi- | 
nance huge capital works out of his 
revenue surplus and perhaps by tem- | 
porary bank borrowings. 


Quite rightly, he does not wish to | 
float public loans while interest rates 
are high and will wait until they | 
drop, if he can. Meanwhile he is | 
denouncing high interest rates—an 
essential weapon against inflation— 
as an. evil invention. by a Federal 
Government ,determined to precipi- 
tate a depression. 


Mr. Bennett’s inflationist views 
are another matter.

There 

were differences in culture, in institutions 
and in points of view. 


Campaign 
The American ambassador declared he 
was going to make a personal contribu- 


| tion to keeping the relations between our 


two countries in good repair. As his con- 
tribution he is launching a carfipaign 
against the sort of oratory that asserts 


| that Canadians and Americans are exactly 
| alike and that the 4,000-mile border is un- 


defended because by Divine dispensation 
Canadians and Americans always think 
alike and never disagree. 


| Agreement 


But while there were many points on 
which Americans and Canadians might 
disagree, there was one point on which 
Mr. Merchant agreed wholeheartedly with 
a Canadian sentiment. That sentiment 
was voiced recently in Chicago by Can- 
ada’s trade and commerce minister, Mr. 
Howe. The minister suggested that U.S. 
corporations establishing branch plants 
or developing natural resources tn Canada 
should provide opportunities both for a 
Canadian share in the ownership and for 
Canadians competent to hold technical 
and professional positions. 


Disagreement 


One point on which Mr. Merchant in- 
dicated there could not be agreement with 
Canada’s viewpoint was the matter of the 
U.S. “tiéd-in” future wheat sales—part 
of its surplus agricultural disposal pro- 
gram.

Canada has protested te Washington 
against this provision. Canadian officials 
only became aware of its operation last 
August. Ambassador Merchant disclosed 
it had figured in American agreement 
with a dozen countries for over two years. 
Canada had indeed apparently been asleep 
at the switch. 


Significance 


Significantly, Ambassador .Merchant 
| conceded that there had been damage 


done to Canada’s wheat exports by the 
U.S. surplus disposal program. He be- 
| 4ieved however that the harm was tempo- 
rary and it was his hope that the damage 
had been less than some had believed. 


War 


Another skirmish has developed in the 
almost continual political battle that 
waxes hot and cold between Quebec and 
Ottawa. Prime Minister St. Laurent fired 
the first salvo at Sherbrooke in Quebec 
when he declared his intention of doubling 
the Canadian university grants from 
$8,000,000 to $16,000,000. Recognizing that 
Premier Duplessis had warned the uni- 
versities against accepting federal educa- 
tional aid, the prime minister worked out 
a formula by which the money would be 
forthcoming from the University Council. 

But the Quebec premier was adamant. 
In a blunt statement he rejected the prime 
minister’s plan. In an equally forthright 
reply the prime minister appealed to the 
Quebec universities to go ovér the head 
of Duplessis and take the financial assist- 
ance which they badly need. 


Pressure 


Prime Minister St. Laurent clearly, saw 
the pressure that would be exerted on 
Premier Duplessis by the Quebec uniyer- 
sities. Mr. St. Laurent ‘worked on His 
Sherbrooke speech carefully and was 
hopeful that his new formula would ap- 
peal to the Quebec institutions to such an 
extent that they would defy the premier. 

Upshot was that Quebec university stu- 
dents marched on the Legislative Build- 
ings in Quebec City demanding to see the 
premier and present their arguments in 
favor of accepting the financial grants. 
Even if Premigr Duplessis prevents the 
Quebec universities from receiving the 
added financial aid, the money will be put 
into the bank and the fund will be avail- 
able to the Quebec universities. when the 
time comes that they feel free. to accept 
the money. 


Clarification 


One point the prime minister made in 
his original Sherbrooke speech that 
caused consternation in other provinces 
was that the doubled grants would be 
forthcoming only if Quebec universities 
accepted them. In effect this would have 
meant that Premier Duplessis could, by 
his obstinate attitude, veto the increased 
aid to all Canadian universities. HowWever, 
in response to persistent queries from re- 


porters on that point, Mr. St. Laurent © 


quickly altered his position and declared, 
upon his return’ to Ottawa, that the addi- 
tional aid for universities across Canada 


was not contingent upon Quebec univer- , ; 


sities accepting, the increased grants. 


Stamps 


The Retail Merchants’ Association is 
worried about the inroads that the trading 
stamp operators have made into Canada, 
The high pressure stamp operators are 
now in the U.S. rétail grocery trade on a> 
large scale. They have gained a foothold 
in Ontario and are setting up an organi- 
zation ready to move into Winnipeg and 
the rest of western Canada. 

The RMA wants the federal or proviri- 
cial governments to act to stop the oper- 
ators from invading all of Canada. Trad- 
ing stamps are covered by a section of 
the Criminal Code which makes certain 
stamp operations illegal. 

The RMA wants a test case but the pro- 
vineial] authorities so far have declined 


to initiate ‘such a-case in the courts.» The = 


RMA is feluctant to launch an action on 


its own for fear that it might lose and... 


have to pay heavy court costs. Meantime, 


the stamp operators are becoming “big 
business.”

The Tradegy of 


De. Walter 6. Alvares ts Emeritus Consultant ts 
Medicine, Maye Clinic and Emeritus Professor 
of Medicine.

In a previous column 1 wrote about a 
marvellous book, in which Mike Gorman, 
executive director of the National Mental 
Health Committee, tellg of the alarming 
situation that exists in regard to mental 
disease. The other day, on the street, a 
woman with a can in her hand asked me for 
money for research on some disease so rare 
that I haven't seen a case in 30 years! Now, 
I am all for spending money for a search for 
a cure of any now incurable disease, but I 
hate to see the almost complete lack of re- 
search on the commortest disease of all—the 
one that costs people more suffering than 
any other, Canadians not only hate to pay 
for research on this disease, but we don't 
want even to hear mention 
of insanity; and we do not 
want to admit what every- 
one knows,*that it is in- 
herited. To keep up our 
eourage most of us lie man- 
fully about this. 

I do not blame charit- 
able foundations for having 
refused in the past to give 
money for research when 
it might have gone to men 
of the type who know be- Dr. Alvares 
fore they begin how their so-called research 
will come out. It will consist purely of 
theories. Fortunately, at last a new day has 
dawned, and a new group of biologically 
trained psychiatrists is coming to the fore— 
men who are brain physidlogists, who are at 
home in a labaratory, and who are accepted 
by all scientists as good and able brethern. 

On page 13 of his book Gorman says he 
fs well aware that he will be criticized for 
his “excessive” emphasis upon the physiologi- 
cal and hereditary factors underlying mental 
iliness. He says, “I am prepared to be read 
out of the Inner Temple by the high priests 
of the Oedipus Complex and the rampant Id. 
For a number of years I was an active com- 
municant in that temple, cocking an attentive 
ear while its theologues concocted a ‘witches 
brew’ of sterile terminology to describe psy- 
chiatric phenomena they had no capability of 
treating.” 

He goes on to say.that he expects to be 
attacked by that “horde of self-constituted 
‘experts’ on human behavior; the blithe popu-

larizers who fear not to tread where scientists 
are wary to walk. Fortified by a massive 
ignorance of the physiology of the human 
mind and nervous system, they lecture, write, 
preach, and advise about juvenile delinquency, 
thumb-sucking, marriage, and so on.” 

Mr. Gorman quotes Dr. Kar] Menninger 
as once pointing out that psychoanalytic in- 
doctrination has had a bad effect on many 
a young psychiatrist because it has kept him 
from observing his patients and studying 
them with open eyes and ears. Why should 
the young doctor talk to patients and record 
what they say when he knows in advance 
what they should or will say? As Dr. Alan 
Gregg, the distinguished former medical head 
of the Rockefeller Foundation once said, too 
many psychiatrists have speculated about in- 
sanity when they should have been observing. 
“Psychiatrists speak a dialect, a special lingo, 
more productive of resentment than compre- 
hensive or interest on the part of their 
medical brethern.” Dr. Gregg went on to 
say that psychoanalysts usually resent re- 
quests for proof of their theories. Dr. Jacques 
Gottlieb, a research psychiatrist, appearing 
before a U.S. Congressional committee, 
doubted if what some analysis have called re- 
search can be dignified with that name. 


Perhaps now that real scientific research 
is being done in psychiatry, legislatures, 
foundations and wealthy persons will be 
willing to give money to support it. I hope 
so. Nowhere else in the field of medicine 
is financial help more needed. 


THROBBING IN THE EARS OF 
OLDER PERSONS 

Many older persons worry because, when 
they put their ear on the pillow, thty hear 
a thumping. Some of them keep going from 
one ear specialist to another wasting hun- 
dreds of dollars. The specialist cannot help 
them because their ear is normal. Actually, 
what they hear is the pulsation in the big 
blood vessel which goes through a channel 
in the bone that houses the inner ear. Why 
we don’t all of us keep hearing the thump- 
ing, I do not know. 

Obviously, there is nothing anyone can 
do to stop the thumping; the heart must con- 
tinue to beat. What is hopeful is that the 
beat can again become inaudible. |[ know be- 
cause, in my own case, for a while the sound 
was annoying, and later it disappeared.

SAOUTDOOR REPORT 


At Washington, D.C., Monday, Canadian and American 
wildlife experts sat down for a discussion on ways of raising 
the population of North America's largest bird—the whooping 
crane. 

When reports of the meeting were released, scores of 
people interested in conservation must have heaved a sigh of 
relief, for the experts decided to do nothing for the present 
other than form a committee to study the situation further. 

What worried officials of many conservation agencies was 
that a proposal, first made at a federal conference at Vancou- 
ver last June, suggesfing two male and two female whoopers 
should be held in captivity for breeding purposes—was due to 
get serious consideration at the meeting. 

Apparently the experts were unable to agree on the merits 
of the proposal and final decision will be made at a ldter date. 
It will be a verdict that could mean eventual prosperity for 
the big white birds with the black wing tips, which have been 
hovering on the brink of extinction for 20 years. 

It could also mean the end of a species which now has a 
known world population of 20 adults and eight young. 

If the experts finally decide the idea is worth a try, they 
will select a site for the experiment, lay down the conditions 
of captivity and look for someone to foot the bill. It Is planned 
that whooping cranes raised in captivity be released in the 
wild. ; 

Since the plan was first suggested, it has stirred bitter 
controversy among those who are concerned over the fate of 
the whoopers. 

One of the staunchest supporters is V. E. F. Solman, as- 
sistant chief of the Canadian wildlife service. Among the 
proposal’s bitterest opponents is the Audubon Society of Can- 
adé, which, for what it is worth, has the support of this corner 
~for the idea constitutes a serious threat to the survival of 
the cranes in their natural state. 


Nesting Grounds Too Far North 


Studies since the cranes reached their low point in 1941 
indicate they have been able to slightly more than hold their 
own in the wild. During this time the whoopers have mairj- 
tained an average population of 24.5 and have actually raised 
to maturity four young per year while losing an average of 
3.5 birds from the flock. 

In the past 10 years, five eggs have been laid by captive 
birds. Three were hatched, but two of the young disappeared, 
probably eaten by the parents, and the other lived 45 days 
before dying of a fungus disease. 

Removing four birds from the present flock might so 
seriously alter the numerical level of the cranes that they 
could no longer survive in a natural state. And there is no 
evidence that birds raised in captivity would be accepted by 
the wild species or that they could migrate successfully with 
the flock. 

Supporters of the plarr claim that civilization has pushed 
the whoopers’ nesting grounds too far north. The present 
nesting site, discovered two years ago near Great Slave Lake, 
provides a nesting season from 30 to 60 days shorter than 
normal. 

That handicap, coupled with severe weather, they contend, 
will be too great a handicap for the cranes to overcome 

Whatever the final decision, it will be a tough one to make. 
It could start the whoopers on the road back to the Jevel when 
their flocks numbered in the many hundreds. Or it could start 
them on the trail to join the heath hen and passenger pigeon 
—complete extinction

a damaged. transmission on their truck had forced them to 
take over two days to return from a hunting trip In the Chil- 
cotin area, but the mishap didn’t even begin to erase their 
happy smiles. 

Packed in the back of the truck was approximately a ton 
and a half of meat, good enough reason to make any hunter 
smile for days. 

In four days of hunting near the fabled Gang Ranch, 
Dick Barker, Jack Rant, George Smith and Jack Smith downed 
three bull moose, seven deer and three geese. Operating with- 
out a guide, they bagged all the animals within five miles of 
their camp. 

The smallest moose had an antler spread of 26 inches and 
largest was an old-timer that carried a 5l-inch rack. The load 
of game was the largest to come through the Cache Creek 
checking station this year and only one larger set of moose 
antlers had been checked this season. 

Roads near their camp site were almost no roads at all, 
the Victorians said. They were unable to drive at more than 
20 miles per hour after damaging the transmission

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Boost for Tory Hopes 


A DEFINITE TREND’ AGAINST 
the Liberal Party in Maritime 
politics, both provincial and federal, 
emerges from yesterday’s upset 
election in Nova Scotia. Mr. Hicks, 
the Liberal leader, ascribes his de- 
feat to local factors, such as the 
decline in the coal industry, and says 
it is “temporary”; but it would be 
extremely unwise for Liberals gen- 
erally to dismiss this set-back in a 
casual manner. They are in trouble. 


In recent provincial elections the 
Liberals have held Newfoundland 
and Prince Edward Island, but their 
losses. in the other Maritimes prov- 
inces seem certain to be reflected in 


the next. federal poll. It will be 
surprising indeed if the St. Laurent 
Government does not suffer sub- 
stantial losses in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick. The Conservative 
Party at Ottawa has every right to 
be encouraged. 


It is too early to say, however, 
that a national trend against the 
federal government has been re- 
vealed by the Conservative successes 
in the three provincial elections of 
Ontario, New Brunswick. and Nova 
Scotia. The Ontario voters have long 
supported their able provincial gov- 
ernment under Premier Frost while 
voting. Liberal in national affairs.

Quite properly, Mr. Bennett de- 
clines to forecast the figures of the 
next budget: The public has no right 
to expect this information, or the 
Government’s taxation policies, until 
the annual budget speech is delivered. 

There is another matter on which 
the public deserves but is not get- 
ting information.

No one but the Government itself 
knows where our provincial affairs 
stand today. 


The Federal Government issues, 
every month, a statement showing 
exactly how much money it has col- 
lected iri that month and how much 
it has spent. Every citizen knows 
where our national affairs stand 
from month to month. 


Why is the British Columbia Gov- 
ernment so much less candid than 
the riational Government? Mr. Ben- 
nett is always asserting that Social 
Credit, unlike other parties, confides 
in the people and hides nothing from 
them. Yet it stubbornly hides its 
current financial position. It refuses 
to let the public know about its own 
business and its own money between 
budget speeches. 

In national politics the public, 
given the facts at frequent intervals, 
can debate budget policies intelligent- 
ly in advance and public opinion is 
thus brought to bear upon those poli- 
cies. In British Columbia there is no 
such opportunity. Mr. Bennett keeps 
the public’s most important business 
to himself until he is ready to reveal 
it once a year. Then he introduces 
a budget which the Legislature 
obediently approves and that’s that. 


All the public knows at the mo- 
ment: is that Mr. Bennett’s Govern- 
ment is enjoying unprecedented op- 
ulence. Its revenues are gigantic, as 
they ought to be at the present tax 
level.

To be sure, a revenue surplus is | 
sometimes politically embarrassing to 
a government but the embarrass- 
ment is temporary. A sensible public | 
has no wish to see its government in- | 
curring deficits at a time of unexam- 
pled prosperity.

The present federal surplus is 
being used deliberately to reduce the 
national debt and to hold down the 
total money supply when it. tends | 
to exceed the supply of goods and 
foment inflation. 


Mr. Bennett’s surplus, it is to be 
supposed. (though we shall not know 
for sure until the next budget 
speech) is being spent as fast as 
it is collected. Unlike the federal 
surplus it thus represents nothing 
but a demand for goods and to that 
extent is inflationary. 


However, if we are to have pro- 
vincial spending at its present rate 
it is far better to spend current rev- 
enue for capital works like roads 
than to raise this money by borrow-

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REPORT FROM OTTAWA By VICTOR MACKIE 
Surprisingly Different 


War 


Another skirmish has developed in the 
almost continual political battle that 
waxes hot and cold between Quebec and 
Gttawa. Prime Minister St, Laurent fired 
the first salvo at Sherbrooke in Quebec 
when he declared his intention of doubling 
the Canadian university grants from 
$8,000,000 to $16,000,000. Recognizing that 
Premier Duplessis.had warned the uni- 
versities against accepting federal educa- 
tional aid, the prime minister worked out 
a formula by which the money would be 
forthcoming from. the University Council. 

But the Quebec premier was adamant. 
In a blunt statement he rejected the prime 
minister’s plan. In an equally forthright 
reply the prime minister appealed td the 
Quebec universities to go. over the head 
of Duplessis and take the financial assist- 
ance which they badly need. 


Pressure 


Prime Minister St. Laurent clearly saw 
the pressure that would be exerted on 
Premier Duplessis by the Quebec univer- 
sities. Mr. St. Laurent worked on his 
Sherbrooke speech carefully and was 
hopeful that his new formula would ap- 
peal to the Quebec institutions to such an 
extent that they would defy the premier. 

Upshot was that Quebec university stu- 
dents marched on the Legislative Build- 
ings in Quebec City demanding to see the 
premier and present their arguments in 
favor of accepting the financial grants. 
Even if Premier Duplessis prevents the 
Quebec universities from receiving the 
added financialaid, the money will be put 
into the bank and the fund will be avalil- 
able to the Quebec universities when the 
time comes that they feel free to accept 
the money, 


Clarification 


One point the prime minister made in 
his original Sherbrooke speech that 
caused consternation in other provinces 
was that the doubled* grants would be 
forthcoming only if Quebec universities 
accepted them. In effect this would have 
meant that Premier Duplessis could, by 
his obstinate attitude, veto the increased 
aid to all Canadian universities. However, 
in response to persistent queries from re- 
porters on that point, Mr., St. Laurent 
quickly altered his position and declared, 
upon his return to Ottawa, that the addi- 
tional aid for universities across Cariada 
was not contingent upon Quebec univer- 
sities accepting the increased grants, 


Stamps 

The Retail Merchants’ Association is 
worried about the inroads that the trading 
stamp operators have made into Canada, 
The high pressure stamp operators are 
now in the U.S. retail grocery trade on a 
large scale. They have gained a foothold 
in Ontario and are setting up an organi- 
zation reddy to move into Winnipeg and 
the rest of western Canada. 

The RMA wants the federal or provin- 
cial governments to act to stop the oper- 
ators from invading all of Canada. Trad- 
ing stamps are covered by a section of 
the Criminal Code which makes certain 
stamp operations illegal. 

The RMA wants a test case but the pro- 
vincial authorities so far have declined 
to initiate such a case in the courts. The 
RMA is reluctant to launch an action on 
its own for fear that it might lose and 
have to pay heavy court costs. Meantime,

A prominent U.S. biologist 
visiting here today advocated a 
change in the system of appoint- 
ing game,-wardens in the inter- 
est of preserving game and con- 
servation in Canada and the 
United States. 

Ernest P. Edwards, who 
showed his wildlife Mexican 
movie, “The Land of the Scar- 
let Macaw,” at the Oak Bay 
High School Tuesday, said war- 
dens should. be selected on. the 
basis of their interest “in wld: 
life and conservation. 

The six-foot tall biologist from 
Amherst, Virginia, said wardens 
are now appointed as law en- 
forcement officers, not respon- 
sible for the welfare of animals. 


“In my opinion they should 
be trained not only to enforce 
jthe game laws but also to care 
for animals and birds in game 
areas," he said. “There’s.more 
to conservation than simply 
catching a person who breaks 
the law.”
